THE "SMALL-POX" AT ELWIN. 


Ens, REPUBLICAN:-The ravajjes of that 


terrible disease small-pox, have so much 
subsided now that I think I may safely 
write you a few lines, \rithout danger of 
communicating the contagion to you or 
any of yonr readers, not even to the prin- 
ters. I think yon arc especially s«fe be- 
cause I have had no symptoms' whatever 
of therdisease. No, it was not me that 
had it, it was only the goods, groceries, 
flour, etc.. in uiy store that had it so biidly. 
The tact is they had it so badly for sev- 
eral days they could not walk, and the 
people here wiio needed anything- of the 
kind had to carry them to their houses, 
after paying for them. I remember dis- 
tinctly that our township physician (Dr. 
Leslie,) carried two sacks of flour from 
the store to his home during the scourge 
and so did many others, while some few 
"timorous mortals" would 
start, and 


shrink, and fear to carry away anything 
Others shrank before the.v started, and 
the result was that trade was cut down to 
about one-third its usual standard for 
nearly two weeks, but is now beginning 
to be what it formerly was. The people 
here, and in the surrounding country for 
from two to four miles away hnve had a 
wonderful big scare, and nobody is hurt 
for which we are thankful; not for the 
scare, but because nobody is hurt. Ru- 
piors of all sorts, shapes and sizes have 
been atioat here, too tedious to mention- 
suffice it to sa\ the grent majority of them 
were false, nnd a few of them malicious 
falsehoods.

The history of the Mississippi 


delta is a history of repeated over- 
flows. 


Francois Xavier Martin records an 


extraordinary rise in 1718. 


Gagarre states that in 1735 the 


waters were so high that levees were 
broken and New Orleans was inun- 
dated. 


__ A great flood is recorded by Gov. 
Sargent as occurring in 17*70, of 
which few particulars are given. 


In 1732 the whole districts of At- 


takapas and Opelousas were inunda- 
ted. 


Another overflow occurred in 1785, 


another in 179], others in 1700 and 
•1 11)9, and 1809, according to Gover- 
nor Sargent, the' resulting devasta- 
tion was so great that the people 
imagined tho Northern lakes had 
broken through a channel to tho river 


In 1811 and 1813 the river again 


broke through the levees, inundating 
the entire Tcche country, and in 
1813 "a very great Hood"" occurred, 
in which the Ohio river reached at 
its month the highbst point ever re- 
corded.

the levee were above tho Louisiana 
hue at Bujou Macon, at Point Look- 
out, at JSock Island No. 102, at New- 
Carthage and at liodney. 


The waters during this overflow 


rose steadily until March 15, then 
declined slowly until early in April, 
then rose again till the middle of 
Ma}, when they attained their high- 
est point, and then rapidly subsided, 
resulting in the almost entire destruc- 
tion of the crops.

just closed; which statement shall show 
the amount of public funds, if any, on 
hand at the commencement of the fiscal 
year, the amount of purMe funds receiv- 
ed, the amount of public funds expended, 
and the officer making such statement 
shall subscribe find swear t6 the same, 
after which it mny be published in any 
paper in the county. The cost of the pub- 
lication is to be paid out of the funds in 
the hands of tho officer making such pub- 
lication. Wh ei o O'-erscers of highways or 
pathmasters have received or paid out 
public funds, they too, are required to 
make publication, the same as treasurers 
of highway commissioueis. The supervi- 
sors arid treasurers of highways are re- 
quired to make publication immediately 
after the meeting of the town auditors, 
which oceuis this year on the 28th day of 
Match, and the school treasurers are re- 
quired to publish their statement imme- 
diately after the April meeting of the 
bonrtl of trustees.
